Improvements 
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Good Stuff

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Monday night, the Board of Selectmen 
added their support to town efforts to im- 
prove the safety of the intersection of 
High and Haverhill streets, where an ac- 
cident recently claimed the life of an 
Andover youth. 

During the open forum segment of the 
meeting, a group of residents led by 
Sheila Livermore, a Wild Rose Drive res- 
ident whose son was critically injured in 
the accident, petitioned the board to “‘see 
what we, as a town, could do about what 
we consider a very dangerous intersec- 
tion.” Livermore said that she and oth- 
ers had spoken to officials of the Police 
Department, who had sympathized and 
voiced a concern about the dangers of 
driving the section of road during winter 
weather. “‘That’s winter driving,” she 
said. ‘“‘That’s four months of the year; 
we’re concerned with the rest of the year 
as well.” 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
agreed that the site is ‘‘one of the worst 
intersections in town—it certainly has 
the worst traffic record’’—that is, 62 ac- 
cidents (including a collision that had oc- 
curred that morning) since 1980. He 
explained that, following the fatal acci- 
dent, the town had hired traffic engi- 
neers to study the intersection. 

“Because it’s a very complex intersec- 
tion,’ he said, ““There’s no simple solu-

tion.” 

Mahony said that the town is consid- 
ering the introduction of a traffic light 
where it now has a blinker—but that a 
planned stoplight at the next High Street 
intersection up from the site, at Route 
114, might bear upon the feasibility of the 
move. He added that a new traffic light 
at Haverhill and High streets might also 
cause accidents, at least before motor- 
ists got used to stopping at the intersec- 
tion. ‘‘Those would be rear-end 
accidents, not broadsides, like you have 
now,” he added. 

If a signal is found to be warranted, 
said Mahony, it would probably be a 
year before one could be installed. In the

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Abuse Of Women Remains 
A Reality Even In Andover

She could almost see it growing be- 
tween them, the tension. Gathering, as 
clouds gather on the horizon before a 
storm. 

She made a special effort to be 
“good.’’ She avoided cross words and 
softened her responses to his demands. 
But something in the very way she spoke 
and moved seemed to irritate him. 

And, in the end, he struck her. 

Now, with her bruises neatly hidden 
beneath her makeup, she is confused; 
sometimes, thinking about it all, she 
wants to run away. 

But he has the money; he has the pow- 


er. 

How would she explain it all to her 
family? To his family? To their friends? 

And he has been so considerate since it 
happened. 

So she stays. And says nothing. And in 
time, slowly, as surely as the clouds 
gather on the horizon before a storm, she 
sees it growing once again. 


The concept of violence against women 
does not seem to fit well with the well-to- 
do, educationally savvy image of a sub- 
urb like Andover. 

However, during the six-month period 
from January to June of 1986, Andover 
police answered 46 calls to intervene in 
domestic disturbances—which, they say, 
usually involved violence or threat to a 
woman by a man. On the average, the 
figures represent one call every four 
days. 

During 1986, 36 Andover women sought 
court-ordered protection from abusive 
spouses. Compared to the figures for 
Massachusetts as a whole, where 19,000 
women sought such aid, the Andover sta- 
tistics appear low—in fact, the state av- 
erage per population is approximately 
double the town’s. 

To say that statistics indicate that 
Andover has no problem is to be rashly 
self-congratulatory. First of all, the fig- 
ures are deceptive. Officials who deal 
with abuse agree that it is an under-re- 
ported crime in all communities. In sub- 
urban towns like Andover, there is 
reason to believe that reported statistics 
are even less reliable. 

More important, however, is the fact 
that each of those police calls—each of 
those court petitions—represents, not a 
cold statistic, but an Andover neighbor 
who is the victim of a crime. 

There is no doubt, says Lt. Phillip Fro- 
berg of the Andover Police Department, 
that the crime of abuse holds no respect 
for age and class lines. “It just covers 
the whole spectrum,’’ he says. However, 
he adds, ‘‘We 4 mlpcees don’t get called to 
too many in the upper class level unless 
it’s extremely violent. It’s usually a last- 
ditch, desperation call—the woman is 
really in fear.” 

In some cases, he speculates, a woman 
who has her own financial resources 
might seek professional counseling or 
the help of a divorce lawyer, rather than 
police aid, to escape an abusive situa- 
tion. In other cases, he says, battering 
may simply go unreported because of the 
scandal a police visit could cause in the 
family or among the couple’s peers. “It 
may be that neither one of the parties 
want it to come to light,”’ says Froberg. 

According to State Rep. Sue Tucker, 
whose research on the subject led to 


sponsorship of the state law that now re- 
quires all police officers to receive year- 
ly training on the handling of domestic 
violence, people often mistakenly think 
of abuse as the product of economic 
upheaval. “Of course, economic prob- 
lems often push things over the brink, 
but it’s actually an issue of power—and,”’ 
she adds, echoing Froberg, “‘it cuts 
through all economic levels.” 

Early this month, the Andover chapter 
of the League of Women Voters issued a 
consensus report concerning abuse as a 
local issue. In it, they suggested that 
there is a need, locally, to more fully ed- 
ucate the public concerning the needs, 
rights and options available to abused 
women. They also agreed to support the 
establishment of an area community 
shelter to house women who are strug- 
gling to escape their abusers. 


“You have the right to go to... 
court...and file a complaint requesting 
any of the following applicable ‘orders: 
(a).an order restraining your attacker 
from abusing you; (b) an order directing 
your attacker to leave your household. 
(c) an order awarding you custody of a 
minor child; (d) an order directing your 
attacker to pay support for you or any 
minor child in your custody if the attack- 
er has a legal obligation to support 
them; and (e) an order directing your 
attacker to pay you for losses suffered as 
a result of the abuse... 

“If you believe that police protection is 
needed for your physical safety, you 
have the right to request that the officer 
present remain at the scene until you 
and your children can leave or until your 
safety is otherwise insured.”’ 

—exerpts, Mass. General Law 209A 
Sec. 6 

In 1978, the state passed Masachusetts 
General law 209A, section 6. 

In local cases of domestic distur- 
bances, says Lt. Froberg, an officer re- 
sponding to a call carries a copy of the 
law with him. When he intervenes, he 
presents it to the victim and explains her 
rights under it. 

Gen. Law 209A gives the woman a le- 
gal recourse designed to put the abuser 
at a distance from her and the children. 
This tool is called the emergency temipo- 
rary restraining order—and she may ob- 
tain it at any time of day or night, 
weekday or weekend, from a judge who 
is on call. 

Under the law, a police officer stays 
with her until she has obtained the order, 
and until her attacker—or, more rarely, 
the woman herself—vacates the house. 
Under the order, if the attacker does not 
stay away from the victim’s property 
and person, he may be arrested. 

The woman will have to appear in 
court on the next business day to obiain a 
standard temporary restraining order, 
which will be effective for five days. It 
can include temporary custody of, the 
children. 

At the end of her five-day order, the 
victim goes to court for another hearing. 
The attacker does not have to be present. 
At this time, the judge can either discon- 
tinue the order or extend it. 

According to Froberg, a victim can de- 
fault on the order by not showing up for 
the hearing. The ternporary order then 


becomes invalid. 
** 

“We shelter a lot more women than we 
ever did, in four or five ‘safe homes,’ but 
one or two nights just isn’t enough. The 
problem is, there are more women who 
need shelter for one or two MONTHS— 
when we say to them, ‘The nearest shel- 
ter is in Salem (N.H.),’ they say, ‘My 
children are in school here; my job’s 
here.’ They don’t feel they can just pick 
up and move.”

The Women’s Resource Center of Great- 
er Lawrence provides a spectrum of help 
and support for abused women that rang- 
es from ceunseling to placement in an 
emergency shelter. In 1985, the latest 
year for which statistics are available, 
the agency’s ‘‘hot line” fielded 26 calls 
from Andover. 

According to director Carol Abbott, 
those abuse victims who seek—and truly 
need—shelter from the 10-year-old agen- 
cy are referred to one of four area ‘‘safe 
homes.” 

The ‘‘safe homes’’ are the approved 
private homes of volunteers who show, in 
Abbott’s words, ‘‘a willingness to take 
women in at the spur of the moment’’— 
with the Center calling for permission 
before each placement. None of the 
existing homes are located in Andover, 
says Abbott, although they will serve 
women from the town (she has no statis- 
tics on use by Andover women). 

A woman seeking shelter in a ‘“‘safe 
home” signs an agreement for short 
term—one or two day—shelter. She 
agrees not to use alcohol or drugs in the 
home, to care for her own children, to 
ask permission before she uses the 
phone, and never to divulge the location 
of the home to anyone—including rela- 
tives or friends. 

“We go to great lengths to keep the 
location of a ‘safe home’ a secret,” says 
Abbott. The abused woman is taken by 
indirect routes, sometimes using a drop- 
off/pick-up system that involves more 
than one car, so that Center staff can be 
sure she is not followed. 

So far, in nine years of use, the system 
has worked; Abbott says that the agency 
has never had a problem with security in 
a ‘“‘safe home.” 

The number of women sheltered each 
year in the homes has risen steadily over 
the years, from 32 in 1984 to 49 in 1986. 
The nights of shelter use have also risen, 
from 159 to 230 durirg those same years. 

The number of homes, however, has 
decreased sharply—from 10 in 1984 to the 
present four. According to Abbott, some 
of the original homeowners have moved 
from the area, and the agency has been 
unable to recruit new shelters. 

For many women, the temporary shel- 
ter of a “‘safe home” is not enough. As 
noted by the League of Women Voters in 
their position paper on abuse, statistics 
indicate that the Greater Lawrence area 
is in need of a facility that can shelter a 
victim over a longer period, allowing her 
time to find her own housing in a costly 
and restricted market. 

The Center’s officials hope to expand 
the agency’s operations in the near fu 
ture, if funding can be obtained, to i 
clude such a shelter. In the meantis. 


says Abbott, the Center refers those with 
more long-term needs to other locations, 
including shelters in Salem, N.H., and 
Haverhill. 

Last year, the Haverhill facility, Alter- 
native House, sheltered 325 women and 
425 children for an average stay of six to 
eight weeks each (there is no geograph- 
ical client breakdown available). 
According to spokeswoman Judy Sulli- 
van, although the shelter does take refer- 
rals from agencies like the Center, ‘“‘We 
don’t take referrals from the social serv- 
ices or the police—we discuss it with the 
woman herself.”’ 

Sullivan says that the shelter turns 
away five to ten women per week, often 
referring them to a network which will 
find them other appropriate facilities. 

At Alternative House, says Sullivan, 
counselors work to help find a woman 
housing and employment. ‘Financially, 
it is very difficult, a woman with two 
children,” she says. ‘‘That’s why so 
many women stay in it (an abusive 
relationship) for years and years and 


years. 

Shelter staff also help the abuse victim 
negotiate the court system and obtain 
such necessary did:as the sealing of her 
children’s school records—which will 
make it difficult for her abuser to trace 
her whereabouts through the school sys- 
tems. 

Like the “‘safe home”’ system, shelters 
work in secrecy. Alternative House is not 
listed in the phone book; its address is 
likewise unpublished. ‘“‘On the whole,”’ 
says Sullivan, “‘it is a very confidential 
place.” Because it is harder to hide a 
shelter than a private home, she adds, 
the shelter has had to move its location 
twice in eight years due to information 
leaks—but such slips are rare. 


‘“‘My main thrust is to get them (the 
police) to understand what it must be 
like to be a victim—that’s very hard for a 
group of men who are carrying guns...I 
want them to understand that women 
who e their minds are not doing it 
to make the policeman’s job harder.”’

Even with the help of 209A and local 
support agencies, a woman who has suf- 
fered abuse faces many obstacles in her 
attempt to escape and build a future. 

According to Lawrence psychiatrist 
Douglas Gaudette, who teaches the man- 
datory police class in domestic violence 
at the Northeast Regional Police Insti- 
tute in Tewksbury, one of those stum- 
bling blocks lies in the cyclical nature of 
the abuse itself. 

Abuse, says Gaudette, follows a three- 
stage pattern called the ‘Walker Cycle 
of Violence.” In the first phase, which 
may continue for days or for years, ten- 
sion builds in the relationship. The wom- 
an may try to defuse it by being ‘‘good,”’

National Register Certificates 


Available To Vale Residents

The Andover Historical Society, 97 Main St., 
would like to extend an invitation to all those 
property owners in the Ballardvale Historic Dis- 
trict to collect their National Register certifi- 
cates, which are issued by the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission. National Register prop- 
erties are distinguished by having been docu- 
mented and evaluated for historical importance 
according to uniform standards. Listing in the 
National Register also qualifies the owner for 
federal tax incentives and other preservation 
assistance. 

The Ballardvale Historic District encom- 
passes a tightly knit though diverse community 
that has significantly retained its mid-19th cen- 
tury charactristsic. Ballardvale was the first of 
Andover’s planned mill villages. In 1836 the Bal- 
lardvale Manufacturing Company was estab- 
lished by an association of local investors. Two 
principal partners were John and William Mar- 
land, sons of the successful Andover Village 
manufactor Abraham Marland. Located along 
the banks of the Shawsheen River, the area was 
named for the Ballard family, one of Andover’s 
founding settlers, and for the natural valley. 
Water power was harnassed first by Timothy 
Ballard who operated grist and saw mills here 
and then by the manufacturing company which 
built a 200-foot-long dam. 

The historic district boundaries circle central 
Ballardvale. Andover Street, a native American 
trail, serves as the main street and the adjoining 
streets of center. Marland, Dale and High were 
laid out with comfortable house lots in an 1848

The orignal Ballardvale Manufac- 
turing Company building (1836) is four stories of 
brick with granite trim and a gable roof. The 
adjacent wooden mill (1844) for the manufac- 
ture of worsted goods is now sheathed in asbes- 
tos. Several smaller brick, wood and granite 
structures dating from mid to late 19th century 
were constructed as needed. For example, in 
1872 there were drying, horse and wagon sheds 
along with picker and bleach houses. Down- 
stream of the mill dam is one of the oldest surv- 
ing wrought-iron truss bridges (circa 1872) in 
the Merrimack River Valley. 

Ballardvaie mills became world renowned 
producing flannels, worsted goods and delaines. 
Other factories developed, such as the Ballard 
Vale Machine Shop Company, the Whipple File 
Company, Abbot Hat Factory, Criaghead and 
Kintz Company, Willard and Ballardvale Potte- 
ries. 

By the 1860s Ballardvale bustled with industri- 
al and commercial activities supported by the 
railroad depot, post office, millinery shop, shoe 
shops, pool room barber shop, bowling alley, tai- 
lor, blacksmith, tavern and several general 
stores. Churches, a school and an entertainment 
hall contributed to the cultural life of the villag- 
ers.

but such attempts only seem to further irritate 
her mate. 

The second phase in the cycle features acute 
battering, which is usually over within 24 hours. 
The abuser loses control; he is often in a state of 
frenzy. 

In the third phase, the man usually manifests 
kifidness and loving behavior; he apologizes and 
promises to change. He tries to remove his guilt 
by blaming outside forces for his actions. 
“Basically,” says Gaudette, ‘‘he is blackmailing 
her into staying with him.” 

Physically, she is recovering; psychological- 
ly, she is torn. It is during this third phase— 
when a victim might default on her court hear- 
ee abandon her desire to escape—that her 
behavior proves extremely frustrating to the po- 
lice. Gaudette’s job is to help the police officer 
understand the victim’s position, and realize 
that her hesitancy or inaction is a response to 
the numbing ambivalence of her situation. 

For a woman leaving an affluent home, says 
Gaudette, the picture is even more complicated. 
She will suffer the loss of her community stat- 
ure. And, if the family’s money is “‘his,” she will 
face the spector of poverty for herself and her 
children. 


and her children are forced to rely on welfare 
while they wait. 

While she acknowledges that the legal picture 
is not bright, Quirion encourages women to 
attack the problem as much as possible on the 
district court level. The law is still relatively 
new; the court system in the Merrimack Valley 
is, in many ways, more responsive than many 
others in the state. “I would like to see more 
people apply for support orders to get the courts 
used to it,” she says. 

** 

Upon analysis, the support system for abused 
women in the Andover area is alive—but wob- 
bly, and still evolving. Those who serve it agree 
that, to treat the victims of battering in an orga- 
nized and productive manner, it is first nec- 
essary to convince the public that battering 
exists. 

The victims, of course, know too well that it 
exists. For them—at least 36 Andover women 
who have called for help, and many who have 
not—the issue is physical, psychological and 
financial survival. To survive means to take tre- 
mendous risks. 


The important thing is that a victim does not 


have to take those risks without help. “‘We want 
an abused woman to know that there are options 
open to her,’’ says Judy Sullivan of Alternative 
House. “All she has to do is take the first step— 
and that is to realize that no woman 
deserves to be beaten.”’

In spirit, Mass. General Law 209A attempts to 
give a woman financial aid, if needed, while the 
restraining order is in effect. In practice, 
because that aid must ultimately come from the 
abuser, the law often falls short of keeping her 
off welfare. 

According to Pauline Quirion, staff attorney 
for the Merrimack Valley Legal Services in 
Lawrence, a woman may request a support 
order from her husband at her hearing for a 
restraining order. Under this order, the abuser 
must pay support or be considered in contempt 
of court. 

However, she adds, many women don’t ask for 
support. And, in many cases, district court 
judges feel that support should be sought on the 
level of probate court, where divorce is handled. 

The problem is, she says, that old habits die 
hard—and some judges still consider abuse a 
“family problem’’—rather than a crime. 

This presents a ‘‘Catch 22” situation for the 
woman who lacks financial resources of her 
own. To file effectively for divorce, she will need 
a lawyer; to pay for a divorce lawyer, she needs 
money—which she could get in a divorce 
settlement. 

Quirion says that low-cost lawyer’s services 
are hard to come by. As the sole attorney for the 
MVLS Family Law unit, she has access to a Pro 
Bono panel, which handles a limited number of 
cases per year. Waiting lists for such aid are

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Planners Asked To Review 
Veterinary Hospital Addition

‘The Zoning Board of Appeals has reg- 
istered non-binding decisions on seven of 
the ten petitions heard last Thursday 
evening. Two have been referred to the 
Panning Board for site review, and the 
board awaits legal advice on the final 
petition, which is the subject of another 
article in this week’s TOWNSMAN. 

The two petitions referred to the Plan- 
ning Board were submitted by JCH Real- 
ty for property at 55 High St. and 
Richard D. Lindsay for the Andover 
Animal Hospital, 233 Lowell St. 

JCH Realty petitioned the board for a 
special permit to allow the construction 
of three additional apartments attached 
to the rear of the existing building. 

Four of the current apartments will be 
consolidated to two, so the three additio- 
nal apartments will actually only in- 
crease the number of units from eight to 
nine. The owners intend to enlarge the 
driveway width by five feet and make 
parking and landscaping improvements. 

JCH is required to go before the Plan- 
ning Board for site review because the 
house will cover more than 3000 square 
feet of the property and the addition will 
be built on a sloping area of the property, 
possibly affecting area drainage. 

Richard Lindsay of the Andover 
Animal Hospital requested a special per- 
mit to allow an addition to the hospital, 
which is located in a Single Residence B 
district. 

Citing needs for space and increased 
public convenience entrances, Lindsay 
proposed an addition that would double 
the hospital’s present square footage at 
ground level. 

Although many customers of the hospi- 
tal spoke in favor of the addition, which 
would create more examining rooms and 
a larger waiting room in addition to a 
bird room, numerous abuttors and area 
residents protested. 

Charles Erban, 249 Lowell St., after 
examining the site plans, commented 
that although he was in favor of the hos- 
pital, he feared the impact of such a 
large addition. 

Commenting that the addition would 
consume just about all of the buildable 
land on the property, Arthur Peatman, 
46 Cutler Road, added that the addition 
was not in keeping with the nature of sin- 
gle residence area and would contribute 
to traffic problems. 

Site review of the plans will be con- 
ducted by the Planning Board due to the 
doubling in size of the present structure 
so that an analysis of it possible effects 
can be conducted. 

Other petitions heard Thursday night 
were deliberated by the board on Satur- 
day and preliminary decisions were 
filed. The board, with revisions to two of 
the requests, approved all petitions. Any- 
one wishing to appeal these decisions 
must do so within 20 days of the filing. 

The board shortened the deck request- 
ed by Anthony J. and Linda D, Langone 


at 33 Rock Ridge Road. The deck, 
according to Langone, is necessary to 
accommodate interior renovations re- 
quiring the movement of the back door. 

Robert S. and Linda L. Cleary, asked 
the board for continued existance of a 
deck that doesn’t meet minimum set- 
back requiremnts. The board approved 
this petition with conditions. 

According to Atty. John Cronin, the 
Clearys added the deck believing that it 
had been included within a building per- 
mit issued for internal renovations. Act- 
ing chair Jane Griswold explained that 
the board is allowed to fine property 
owners up to $1,000 a day for such con- 
struction, and is presently trying to 


decide on how to set a precedent for such 
cases. 

Toby Lazerson and Daniel Morocco, 40 
Haggett’s Pond Road, requested a vari- 
ance to allow the addition of a family 
room that does not meet setback require- 
ments. Any feasible design for the addi- 
tion would encroach on the septic area of 
the property. 

Abbuttors spoke in favor of the addi- 
tion, commenting that the addition would 
be an asset to the property, and thus, the 
neighborhood. 

Richard L. and Christine E. St. Jean 
also requested a variance from setback 
requirements to allow an addition that 
would expand the kitchen area of their 


home at 77 Haverhill St. 

The continued existance of a dwelling 
at 217 Greenwood Road that violates set- 
backs on all four sides was allowed for 
owner John Trask due to the traingular 
shape of the lot. 

Mobil Oil will be permitted to erect a 
sign at the Amoco station they purchsed 
at 139 River Road. John Connors, 
representing Mobil, explained that the 
proposed sign would actually be shorter 
than the one present on the property. 

The final request was by AND Cor- 
poration and AAPEM Associates for a 
special permit to allow the transfer of 
ownership and operation of the nursing 
home located at 140 Mill Road. 


Question Of Parking Bylaw 
Delays Restaurant Decision

The issue of parking in the Central Business 
District of Andover came up before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals last Thursday evening when 
William Scanlon, owner of the Barnard Build- 
ing, 10-16 Main St., requested that a decision 
made by the Building Inspector be overturned in 
reference parking for a restaurant that may 
move into the second and third floors of the 
building. 

Since Scanlon’s attorney, Michael Morris, and 
Atty. Robert Zollner, board of appeals counsel, 
could not agree on the premise under which 
Scanlon was petitioning the board, a decision 
was delayed after deliberations on Saturday in 
order to obtain written advice from Zollner. 
Morris had already submitted a summary of his 
legal stance. 

imply put, Scanlon would like to have the Bel 
Canto Restaurant chain, owned by Damon 
Enterprises, put one of their restaurants on the 
second and third floors of the refurbished build- 
ing. Restaurants are an allowed use in the cen- 
tral business district. 

Scanlon’s counsel, Atty. Michael Morris, con- 
tends that since the building permit allowing the 
renovation of the building was issued in 1984, 
eleven days before notice of the new by-laws, 
presently in effect, was published, Scanlon 
should only be required to meet the parking 
requirements of the 1984 by-law. 

There is a significant difference between the 
two by-laws. The 1984 by-law allowed for a busi- 
ness to accommodate up to 50 percent of their 
parking required by citing municipal parking 
spaces. The 1986 by-law does not allow this prac- 
tice, requiring that all parking necessary must 
be met privately. 


Zollner disagreed with Morris, stating that in 
1984, when the permit was issued, the registered 
use for the space was to be offices. If there were 
offices going in, then they would be required to 


the use was changed after the new by-laws went 
into effect, they would have to meet the 1986 
parking requirements. 

Morris, referring to Ford’s Coffee Shop’s loca- 
tion on the first floor of the building, commented 
that there was a pre-existing restaurant use in 
the building, but Zollner contended that Ford’s 
location in the building had little to do with the 
issue. 

Jane Griswold, acting chair of the board, re- 
quested that anyone with a legal assessment of 
the issue speak up. Atty. John Cronin, at the 
hearing to represent another petitioner, agreed 
with Zollner on the grounds that there had never 
been established, until recently, a restaurant 
use for the second and third floors of the build- 


ing. 

Dick Chapell, owner of Andover Photo and 
member of the Planning Board subcommittee 
that formulated the section of the 1986 by-law in 
question, commented that since there has been a 
change in use since the institution of the new by- 
law, Scanlon should have to meet the require- 
ments of the new by-law. That, he said, was the 
subcommittee’s intent. 

Chapell later added that a special permit re- 
ducing the parking requirements in such cases 
is issued by the Planning Board, not the Zoning 
Board, under this section of the by-law. He ex- 
pressed a desire to see Bel Canto move into the 
area, despite parking concerns. “‘Bel Canto are 
very fine restaurants...(that) would comple- 
ment Ford’s,’’ he said, and if they can show that 
their lunch customers walk rather than drive, as 
representatives of Damon Enterprises stated, 
there would probably be no problem in obtaining 
the special permit reducing parking. 

Katherine Yezerski, 75 Park St., commented 
that she felt better about having a restaurant in 
the upper two stories rather than office space, 
because restaurant customers would provide a 
turnover in parking while those working in the

A Matter Of Safety 


Considerable attention is being given the inter- 
section of Haverhill and High streets following an 
increasing number of accidents there, including 
the recent two-car crash which resulted in one 
fatality and another youth still in critical condi- 
tion. 

As of this week town administrators and public 
safety officials have initiated studies and begun 
taking steps to make the area safer. 

Repositioning of signs and providing for clear- 
er visibility are among the initial steps being con- 
sidered. 

In the long range view, installation of a full 
traffic signal with red-yellow-green sequence is 
being considered. Even if such a signal is in- 
stalled and approved, which can be accomplished 
locally after April 1, it will take anywhere from 
eight months to a year before such a safety 
device becomes a reality. 

While all of this is under consideration, and 
worthy of being pursued, there is one item which 
will go a long way toward resolving accident 
problems, not only at Haverhill and High streets, 
but on the highways and byways of the world and 
that is an altered attitude by the motoring public. 

With no reflection on those involved in recent 
accidents at this or other intersections, there has, 
in recent years, been an increasing disregard for 
safety signals placed to protect the motoring pub- 


lic as well as pedestrians. 

Despite stop signs, blinking lights and ‘danger- 
ous intersection ahead’ signs at Haverhill and 
High, motorists go merrily on their way on many 
occasions at this intersection. 

Daily one can observe motorists going through 
red lights at such dangerous places like Wilson’s 
Corner in North Andover, along Main street in 
Andover and particularly at the shopping plaza 
entrance on North Main street. 

The same conditions exist at stop signs which 
are ignored, thus creating hazards to the safety 
of all concerned. 

And there are those who just can’t wait and 
either jump the red light or pass in no passing 
zones to get to their destination a few minutes 
early. 

These are matters of safety which can be 
implemented by the general public. 

Municipalities can address specific hazardous 
areas and improve the safety of dangerous inter- 
sections. 

But, ignoring the warning signals, as has 
become so dangerously common in recent years, 
is hardly something any town or city can cope 
with or cure. 

That is up to the general public which must 
quickly accept the responsibility which goes with 
the right to use public ways.

50 Years Ago — March 1937 

Tuesday morning the Selectmen swung into action on 
the various town meeting votes. A call for bids on the new 
ambulance has already been issued, and today’s TOWNS- 
MAN contains a call for bids on the Richardson School 
roof. Queries have been sent out to various fire engine 
firms as well. 

Close to 900 Andover voters, most of whom were intent 
on keeping the tax rate at $30 or lower, attended the first 
town ‘meeting held in the Memorial Auditorium on Mon- 


day evening, and as a result of conservative voting, left 
the meeting three hours and thirty-seven minutes later 
with the promise of a tax rate no higher than last year’s. 

The 1933 salary cut was restored on Tuesday evening to 
most of the school teachers and other departmental em- 
ployees, retroactive to March 1. Excluded from the re- 
vised scale were several teachers who have come since 
1933 and who are not yet on tenure. 

River Road is to be finished this year again for about 
the third time in the last three years, and presumably, we 
have appropriated all that we shall have to for the recons- 
truction of this particular road. For quite a number of 
years now, the town has been appropriating funds to be 
spent on Chapter 90 work on that stretch of road, with the 
state and county also contributing. It has become almost a 
fixity in town meeting practice. 

The creaks you hear when you go into the local stores 
and offices next Thursday morning will be just emanating 
from the lecal businessmen who are starting that gym 
class next Wednesday evening. 


25 Years Ago — March 1962 
We are not convinced that trash collection is absolutely 

necessary; nor are we certain that the estimated costs of 

the trash pickup are anything more than guesstimates. 

The proposed garden apartments, for which re-zoning is 
sought at town meeting Saturday, appear to be a sensible, 
profitable proposition. 

A $26 tax rate seems well assured, following town meet- 
ing last Saturday.

I have this friend who used to coach hockey at 
UMaine in Orono, my old alma mater. He once 
told me that one of his bosses had joked, during 
a winning season, ‘‘We’re with you, Jack—win or 
tie.” 

That’s pretty funny, he thought. 

Until his seventh year in the program. It was a 
disastrous season, fraught with losses, injuries, 
even stolen recruits. And Jack learned that his 
boss’s words were no joke. He resigned. 

Competition: the Olympics. Healthy young 
bodies clashing on a gym floor. A volleyball 
game at a family picnic. America; apple pie; 
flags and bake-offs and report cards. 

Or, perhaps: ‘‘We’re with you, Jack—win or 
tie.’”’ 

Where do you cross the line between red- 
white-and-blue competition and the kind that 
sends you packing to a social services job in 
rural Vermont? Is it-all the same? Is it all good? 
All bad? A matter of degree? 

Joan Pearson and Peg Alexander wonder. 

Joan is the director of Andover’s Department 
of Community Services. Peg is that agency’s 
recreation coordinator. Together, with a cast of 
many, they are hosting a town-wide gymnastics 
meet at the high school on March 14. 

At the DCS gym meet, the field is divided into 
three levels—grades one and two, grades three 
and four, and grades five and six. Some of the 
youngsters displaying their talent at this annual 
event have received a smattering of training at 
school and from town programs; some have 
thrown their hearts and bodies into more per- 
sonalized training for the sport. 

All the kids receive certificates for competing. 
The question, says Joan, is this: should all kids 
receive an actual place in their individual 
meets?

And, if you do offer prizes for all, should it be 
for all all—first grade through sixth? Or, once a 
child stops believing in Santa Claus, should he or 
she also learn that, in this life, there’s no such 
thing as a free gymnastics medal? 

Anyone who has watched an 11-year-old pitch- 
er sweat beneath his Little League cap, or seen 
a young soccer goalie in tears after missing a 
tough play, or watched the reaction of a high 
school coach to a good shot—or a muffed one— 
knows that these questions are neither academic 
nor frivolous. Most of us have a strong opinion 
on competition—one that places us somewhere 
between Mr. Rogers and Atilla the Hun. 

The DCS would like to know where you stand. 
Not just on gymnastics; they want to know how 
you want the town to serve up competition, in 
general, to your kids.

My heart goes out to the Cookson and Morris 
families involved in the traffic fatality at 
Haverhill and High Streets for I, too, was in- 
volved in an accident at that same intersection 
several years ago. Luckily, I was not injured nor 
were the two women in the other car. But it 
stresses me to read year after year of the nu- 
merous other accidents, some involving fatali- 
ties, at that same intersection. 

My daughter took driving lessons last summer 
and, on our way to the YMCA on Haverhill 
Street, my heart always pounded much faster as 
we turned onto Haverhill Street and approached 
High Street and I would always warn her to be 
careful, ‘‘that’s a dangerous intersection.” I’m 
sure there are other parents who do the same, 
who are aware of the danger and warn their 
loved ones. But High Street and Haverhill Street 
are just one of the many dangerous intersections 
in Andover and other Massachusetts towns due 
not solely to the drivers who must use them in 
getting from one destination to another, but due 
to poor design and engineering of many of the 
intersections which actually do not appear as 
intersections but as continuums, due to improp- 
erly placed signs and lights which are not imme- 
diately visible, due to properly placed signs 
which are obscured by trees or parked cars. 

Why hasn’t a task force been set up to exam- 
ine such trouble spots and to redesign the 
approaches or investigate optimum warning de- 
vises? How much longer will we just continue to 
say, ‘‘Oh, yes, that’s a dangerous intersection. 
Just last year—.”’

Annual Budget Reduced 


The budget that Andover resi- 
dents will face in this year’s 
Finance Committee report will 
be somewhat tighter that 
announced earlier by the town. 
At Monday night’s meeting, the 
Board of Selectmen voted to ap- 
prove cuts suggested by the Fin- 
com that would reduce the 1988 
budget from an eight- to a 
seven-percent rise over the 
previous year.

ner as safe as we can possibly do,” he 
said. 


Presently, there is an overhead signal, 
flashing red facing High St. and flashing 
yellow facing Haverhill St. There is also 
a stop sign on High St., but due to the 
righthand radius curve when travelling 
southbound, the sign is set back from the 
actual intersection, requiring drivers to 
stop in a position that limits the sightline 
when looking left, up Haverhill St. 

This limited sightline is often the cause 
of accidents.
